DIGEST:

l. Protest that award should not be made to
firm bécause firm did not meet obligations
under prior contract is not reviewed by GAO
since it invclves challenge to affirmative
determination of responsibility, which GAO
does not consider in absence of showing
of fraud or of allegation that definitive
responsibility criteria in solicitation
were misapplied.

2. Protest concerning small business size
status is not subject to review by
GAO since by law it is matter for
decision by Small Business Administra-
tion. '

Vanguard Industrial Corporation protests the award
of a contract by the General Services Administration
under solicitation No. GS0-4B-81-680 to Parking Systems
of America (PSA). Vanguard contends that PSA, the low bid-
der, should not receive the award because on a previous
contract, PSA did not meet its contractual obligations
to maintain liability insurance and because PSA may not
be a small business.

The first allegation relates to PSA's responsibil-
ity as a prospective contractor. This Office does not
review protests of affirmative determinations of re-
sponsibility unless fraud on the part of procuring
officials is alleged or the solicitation contains

* definitive responsibility criteria which allegedly
have been misapplied. Bowman Enterprises, Inc.,
B-194015, February le, 1979, 79-1 CPD 121; Alco Tool
and Management, Inc., B-200422, Octcber 8, 1980, 80-2
CPD '260. ©Neither exception is applicable here.
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| In regard to PSA's size status, the Small Business
.Administration is empowered to conclusively determine
matters of small business size status for Federal pro-
curement. This Office, therefore, does not consider
such complaints. Versatile Services, Inc., B-195894,
September 24, 1979, 79-2 CPD 219.

Accordingly, the protest is dismissed. = _ . .-
